and rafereaee inf oration. Cuba and Africa were the areas of greatest 
concentration during the month. Maps on all countries of Africa wore sent 
to the Bureau of Cultural Affairs, Department of state, end to taro different 
components of CIA. A 3 er@e shipment of maps woe sent to the Department of 
Statens Vital Materials location. A visit was mad? to the office of 
Mr. Fey D. Kohler, Assistant Secretary of State for European Affairs, to 
survey the map holdings of the office, in order to bring them up to date. 
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5* Significant items received by the Step Library Division included: 
a) a i960 administrative-territorial handbook of the USSR; b) an Administra- 
tive handbook and a 1:200,000 administrative map series of Cseeboslovakia, 
both based on tbe mv administrative divisions effective 1 July 196O1 e) 
a i960 economic geography of Rumania and acccerpenying atlas ext 25 economic 
maps; and d) 1960-61 timetables for railroads and buses of Yugoslavia. 


6. Support activities of the Special Collection Support Branch, O/OL, 
included the following: a) a requirement for the collection of Soviet - 
produced topographic maps of northern Afghanistan was submitted to St/l 
for transmittal to BD/P. This requirement supplements a previous requirement 
on ro/P for collection of maps in Afghanistan „ In addition, fourteen other 25X1A5a1 
requirements were submitted to St/X, or CD/00, nine pertaining to Sino-Sovlet 
Bloc collection and five to non-Bloc collection, mostly from U. 3. oil 
companies, b) In response to a GL/8 requij*ajx ,, nt HHHHHHHNMHSHHHHHHH 
3,641 aerial photograph negatives were obtained on a loan basis in November . 

This photography, covering an area of approximately 14,000 square miles in 
Somalia, was transmitted to Photo Records and Services Division, ACIC, for 
reproduction by that organisation.
